UTMB Plans To 
Begin Research 
On Plants Soon 


Holt Says Alumni 
Could Speed Up 
UTMB Union Bldg. 


The UTMB Biology Depart¬ 
ment is making plans to enter 
a research program in the area 
of developmental plant anat¬ 
omy. 

Dr. Norman Campbell, head 
of the Liberal Arts Depart¬ 
ment, said that there is a feel¬ 
ing on the part of the science 
staff that a modest program 
in research would increase 
student interest toward grad¬ 
uate school and give experi¬ 
ence to those students who do 
not plan to go to graduate 
school. Another advantage of 
this research program would 
be its influencing of teachers 
to come here. 

Prof. Grady Taylor and Dr. 
James Moore will work o n 
three projects specifically in¬ 
volving the developmental 
morphology o f the bud or 
short apex. Prof. Taylor will 
work with the Catalpa or In¬ 
dian Cigar Tree that produces 
long beans. Dr. Moore’s ex¬ 
periments will be conducted 
on the Yucca glavca which 
grows wild in Oklahoma and 
on the Agave plants from 
southwest Texas. 

Dr. Moore stated that the 
department hoped to prepare 
by next year some of the re¬ 
sults in the form of papers 
for the Tennessee Academy of 
Science. It is hoped, he con¬ 
tinued, that grants may be ob¬ 
tained from the National 
Science Foundation to finance 
these and future projects. 

This research is tied up 
closely with the equipment 
Ihiit is to be used next year 
in a course on plant micro¬ 
technique, Dr. Moore reported, 
and the research work will 
help in the upbuilding of the 
facilities for the new course. 

According to Dr. Campbell, 
a few small research projects 
will be started in the physical 
sciences soon.

Friday morning at 10 a in. 
Dr. Holt addressed the stu¬ 
dent body at an assembly in 
the gymnasium. He told UT¬ 
MB students and faculty mem¬ 
bers that the university is fac¬ 
ing growth of major propor¬ 
tions in the years ahead. He 
predicted a total university 
enrollment of 18,000 full-time 
students by 1965 and an en¬ 
rollment at U-T Martin of 1. 
750 by that date. 

Dr. Holt stressed the need 
for more money with which 
to operate the university in 
the years ahead. He said that 
he is calling on all citizens 
with whom he comes in con¬ 
tact to impress upon candi¬ 
dates for the legislature that 
the state must find more mon¬ 
ey to support the university

The total number of fresh¬ 
men students enrolling in en¬ 
gineering for the fall quarter 
of 1961 was 19.7 percent of 
the total number of freshmen 
, enrolled at UTMB. 
j According to Professor J. 

• 0. Jones this is a drop of 7.3 
■ percent as compared to 1960’s 

fall quarter enrollment of 28 

• percent. 

! He pointed o u t that al- 
' though the Department of En¬ 
gineering was the only one to 
show a decrease in the fall 
enrollment, i t still remains 
one of the largest on the cam¬ 
pus. 

Prof. Jones went on to 
point out that since 1946, 34.6 
percent of the students who 
enrolled in engineering a t 
UTMB have completed six 
quarters. Of these 68.5 per¬ 
cent transferred to Knoxville 
at the end of two years and 
9.4 percent continued on at a 
school other than UTMB. 

According to the statistics 
which the UTMB Engineering 
Department has recently com¬ 
piled, the largest enrollment 
of freshmen engineering stu¬ 
dents was in 1957 with a total 
of 33.3 percent of the student 
body. 

Prof. Jones stated that the 
new engineering building and 
better facilities should en¬ 
courage more students inter¬ 
ested in engineering to enroll 
at UTMB. He added that "we 
will b e

"Ourselves To Know” by 
John O'Hara. New York: 
Random House, 1960. 

"And all our Knowledge is, 
ourselves to know,” said Alex¬ 
ander Pope in “An Essay on 
Man.” 

This is the idea of John O’¬ 
Hara’s latest novel, Oursolvas 
To Know. The story is told in 
the masterful way of Mr. O’¬ 
Hara, and the plot is kept in¬ 
triguing throughout the book. 

The story is in the form of 
a biography, but the unusual 
point is that Mr. O’Hara tells 
the story of the biographer as 
well as the life story of a fic¬ 
tional Mr. Robert Millhouser. 
The difference in the ages of 
the biographer and Mr. Mill- 
houser brings up many inter¬ 
esting situations as Mr. Mill¬ 
houser divulges his life’s his¬ 
tory with a startling touch of 
realism. 

The setting of the story is 
a small town in the mining 
country of Pennsylvania. How¬ 
ever, the events of Mr. MiU- 
houseris life carry it to New 
York, Philadelphia, and Eur¬ 
ope. 

There is an amazingly in¬ 
teresting plot interwoven with¬ 
in the story. The fact that an 
old man could put the most 
personal events of his life in¬ 
to the hands of such a very 
young man is truly entertain¬ 
ing. 

The entire story is appeal¬ 
ing to any reader in that not 
Just people, but life itself is 
exposed in a new light.
